Tanning  Leather.— It  is  often  a  mat- 
ter of  both  convenience  and  economy  in 
the  household  or  on  the  farm  to  be  ablo 
to  do  a  little  tanning ;  so  we  give  here  an 
approved  receipt  which  may  prove  useful. 
8oak  the  skin  or  hide  eight  or  nine  days 
in  water,  then  put  it  in  lime;  take  it  out. 
and  remove  the  hair  by  rubbing  it,  and 
soak  it  in  clear  water  until  fhe  lime  is  en- 
tirely out.  Put  one  pound  of  alum  to 
three  of  salt,  dissolve  in  a  vessel  sufli- 
ciently  large  to  hold  the  hide;  soak  the 
hide  in  it  three  or  four  days,  then  take  it 
out,  let  it  get  half  dry,  and  then  beat  or 
rub  it  until  it  becomes  pliable.  Leather 
prepared  by  this  process  will  not  do  well 
for  shoes,  but  answers  for  ham-strings, 
back-bands,  and  various  other  purposes 
on  the  farm.
